GOOD WIRING OF HOUSES 

Good wiring of houses and other 
buildings was stressed at the* recent 
conference on rural electrification 
at the Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Lexington. Many prob¬ 
lems connected with the farm elec- 
trification program now under way 
in the state were discussed. About 
10,000 farms now have electricity, 
and it was predicted that the num¬ 
ber would be doubled by the end of 
next year. 

Speakers urged farmers to employ 
reliable contractors, and have wiring 


and kept compacted. Keeping the 
pile wet helps to prevent heating, 
but water should not run through the 
pile as it will carry out nitrogen and 
potassium. The loose piles of manure 
so commonly seen in barn yards are 
the source of large losses.
